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to balance the school budget,. These measures include the curtailing of many of the 
school's extra-curricular activities, such as the bowling and basketball, teams, and 
the reduction of the "East New Yorker" to the mimeographed version you are now 
reading. The budget had traditionally been running in the "red", but we wete re¬ 
cently advised by Board of Education officials to change this practice. 

The G.O. allots to each activity a certain amount of money. The non- 
athletic expenses approved in the current budget were $1707. The athletic team bud¬ 
get which had been approved totaled $1726. The combined amount, $3U33, exceeds by 
far our income from G.O. dues, dances, our G.O. store, and other money making 
activities. 

One major non-athletic expense is the school newspaper, which cast 
$250 per issue to publish. One example of a heavy "team" expense is the M30 per 
home game which must be spent for the services of two referees. These are just a 
few examples of why the budget has been unbalanced. When the deficit has been 
made up the school will resume these Activities on a more limited scale.
